Even though the Centralized Informa- 
tion Conference received considerable 
publicity, some persons who attended 
felt that it was “only by coincidence” 
that they learned about it. The follow- 
ing will help bring your readers up-to- 
date on the status of this project. 

So far I have received 12 letters vol- 
unteering to serve on one of the com- 
mittees. One company has agreed to con- 
tribute $300. 

A lot of work needs to be done. We 
need to tabulate all of the sources of 
information and find out which organiza- 
tions abstract or list them. We _ need 
to find out how comprehensive the cov- 
erage is and where there are gaps.

Let’s Improve Printing Week 


For one week next month printers will step into the public limelight to cele- 
brate International Printing Week of 1961 (Jan. 15-21).

colorful, bright and clean atmos- 
phere in which the country’s top 
business newspaper goes to press. 

The arrangement of both plants, 
including the use of color, was speci- 
fied by the Wall Street Journal’s 
Div. of Development and Planning 
to the Austin Company, engineers 
and builders. The Journal’s previ- 
ous use of pleasant colors has en- 
hanced the environment of its plants 
and offices, and it designed these 
new plants for color harmony as well 
as efficient workflow. The Austin 
Company assigned its architectural 
consultant, A. A. Rothmann, to work 
with the Journal in establishing the 
' exact materials and colors to meet 
its requirements. 


Taste and Judgment 


Rothmann said the feeling for 
correct and pleasing color arrange- 
ments can be attained only through 
education. He explained that he 
does not depend upon the estab- 
lished color combination systems for 
choosing schemes which complement 
or contrast. It is more a matter of 
personal taste and his own judg- 
ment. He admits this experience 


was gained by working under and 
studying with professional colorists. 








Rothmann also indicated the selec- 
tion of a color scheme depends upon 
a number of factors. These should 
be considered together before estab- 


lishing a particular scheme. He be- 
lieves that colors should be chosen 
which have lasting qualities and will 
not become tiring to the eye after a 
period of time. 

High on the list of important con- 
siderations is the plant’s lighting 
conditions. Even the direction from 
which light enters is important to 
the final decision. Natural light 
and its combination with interior 
lighting has an effect upon the color 
and its appearance. 

Various illusions with color can 
be created if desired. For example, 
depth can be simulated in a small 
room by painting inside walls a dark 
color opposite the entering light. 
This tends to make the wall recede 
and fosters the feeling of great 
spaciousness. 

The effect of color schemes upon 
employees is also a factor. Mono- 
chromatic color schemes, or those 
which employ colors which are not 
pleasing or clash with each other, 
tend to tire the employee. Colors 
which are planned for variation and 
restful vision, however, can help to 
reduce employee fatigue.

Rothmann indicated that the key 
to choosing industrial color schemes 
is to first determine the largest and 
most important area in the plant. 
Other colors are then planned from 
this primary center. In the case of 
the Wall Street Journal’s Cleveland 
plant, the key was the composing 
room, which was deliberately placed 
opposite the front entrance. In ad- 
dition to allowing a straightline pro- 
duction operation, the Journal 
wanted to create visitor interest in 
newspaper operations. 


Focus Attention Through Color 


Not desiring, however, to allow 
this traffic through the composing 
room, hallways leading to the rear of 
the plant were provided on either 
side of the building (see floor plan). 
This rather unusual arrangement of 
focusing attention, but not allowing 
interference in operations, is one of 
the major features of this colorful 
plant. 

The focal] point is improved fur- 
ther by the skillful use of color in 
the lobby. The North wall, which 
is the glass and metal partition be- 
tween composing room and lobby, 
is painted in two shades of green.

ately opposite the entrance is 
framed in dark green with the light- 
er green surrounding this focal 
point. Thus, the accented wall subtly 
focuses attention upon the desired 
point, 

The advertising, ticker sales, and 
ad production departments are lo- 
cated on either side of the lobby and 
separated by metal railings. The 
combination of these departments 
plus the lobby produces a long nar- 
row area running parallel with the 
front of the building. 

The longer North and South walls 
are painted in the darker green, 
while the shorter East and West 
walls are decorated in the lighter 
green. This helps to create the illu- 
sion of depth mentioned previously. 

Floors in these departments, with 
the exception of the lobby, are cov- 
ered with vinyl asbestos tile of a nut- 
meg color. Lobby floors, however, 
are contrasted so that attention is 
again brought to bear on the com- 
posing room partition. 


Composing Room Colors 


The color scheme in the compos- 
ing room consists of seashell (a light 
coral) walls and metal partitions. 
The floor of vinyl asbestos is Scotch 
gray which complements the walls. 
It consists of a marbleized pattern 
with flecks of coral on a background 
of gray. The ceilings throughout the 
plant except for the mailroom and 
pressroom are white acoustical tile. 

The stereotype department opens 
from the rear of the composing 
room. Walls in this department are 
painted in the same color as the 
composing room. Floors, however, 
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are of concrete since heavy form 
trucks and plates are moved through 
the room. 

Mailing room and pressroom are 
painted in bright yellow and have 
ceilings of white. This is accented 
with doors and trim of pearl gray. 
When questioned about use of light 
colors in the pressroom and _ the 
effects of ink mist, Rothmann re- 
plied that because both departments 
are in the same room, colors should 
remain unchanged. The paint used, 
however, was different. He said 


that a plastic paint was used in the 


pressroom which facilitated clean- 
ing because the ink mist could not 
penetrate into the pores. The slight 
gloss and luster of the paint also 
aid in cleaning. 

Another reason for the bright col- 
ors is the lack of daylight entering 
these departments. The colors re- 
flect the fluorescent illumination 
rather than absorb it. 

The paper storage area in the 
basement, which is completely en- 
closed by walls, has doors and trim 
painted in pearl gray. Columns in 
storage areas of the Journal’s new 
Chicopee plant are painted in addi- 
tion to doors and other trim. This 
is unusual since storage areas are 
rarely decorated. 

Even the equipment in the Cleve- 
land plant is painted. Composing 
machines are of a bright green. Ster- 
eotype equipment has been painted 
various shades of green and gray, 
and the press is blue and gray. 

Rothmann believes that machinery 
should also be considered in reach- 
ing the best possible color scheme. 
Another element is the color of fur- 
niture, draperies, and equipment. 

A final but important factor is 
that of being sure that colors will 
look the same under all types of 
lighting conditions. This can be as- 
sured, Rothmann suggested, by ob-

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How to Live with 


ITHO PROCESS COLOR 


Advice from a practical printer on techniques 


for handling color work in the litho pressroom 


By HENRY C. DANIEL 


HE offset pressman can print a color 

job only as well as is permitted by the 
quality of the plates. One cannot put too 
much emphasis on the importance of good 
plates. 

There are numerous types of plates, of 
course. We will not try to say which is 
best, but we will tell you what is best for 
our particular operation. 

Primarily, our company is in the publica-

There are sometimes as many as four to six 
different covers and a total of eight to 
twenty covers on the sheet. 

The plates are exposed on a photocom- 
posing machine with up to 40 shots on a 
plate. Since so much time is consumed in 
registering and shooting plates, it is neces- 
sary to have a plate that will stand up under 
any number of impressions and under all 
conditions. 

We work only one shift in our plate 


department. Consequently, we want to be 
sure we have a plate that will run through- 
out the night on the press. 


Two Kinds of Bi-metal Plates 


We have settled on two bi-metal plates. 
One is copper on stainless steel and the 
other is copper on aluminum. The alu- 
minum plate is favored in cases where we 
have full bleed screens on most of the plate. 

The advantage of the aluminum is better 
contact in the composing machine. The ad- 
vantage of the steel plate is its ability to 
be used again. In making the plate, not 
only is it important to have good contact, 
but the light source must be constant. We 
have encountered variations on plates due 
to a faulty are lamp which was corrected. 
We do, however, vary exposures on dif- 
ferent color plates in order to get a better 
result on the finished four color sheet. This 
also can be done in the developing and

Printers Hear of Possible Union Merger 


SINGLE labor union for the 

printing industry is the expressed 
goal of top officials of at least four 
printing trades unions. The an- 
nouncement was made to top man- 
agement members attending the 
74th convention of Printing Indus- 
try of America held at Sheraton- 
Park Hotel, Washington, D. C., 
Oct, 24-29. 

The four unions—the Lithogra- 
phers, Pressmen, Typographical and 
Photoengravers—are among __ the 
biggest in the Graphic Arts. Each 
sent its highest ranking officer to 
address the Union Employers Sec- 
tion of PIA. 

Biggest single reason mentioned 
for a merger of printing trades

unions is that it will eliminate 
jurisdictional disputes. Most out- 
spoken for the proposal was Elmer 
Brown, president of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union, who 
said that sentiment is strongly in 
favor of one union, Alexander 
Rohan, vice president of the Inter- 
national Printing Pressmen and As- 
sistants’ Union of North America, 
declared that within the next year 
they hoped to have a concrete pro- 
posal on such a merger to present 
to employer groups. 

The PIA convention attracted over 
1200 for an event-filled week. In 
addition to separate addresses by 
the heads of six unions, it also 
included election to the PIA presi- 


dency of Francis N. Ehrenberg, the 
association’s first large scale equip- 
ment show, and two days of produc- 
tion and technical discussions (see 
story, opposite page). 

Ehrenberg, the new PIA presi- 
dent, is chairman of the board of 
Rumford Press, New York City. He 
succeeds Walter F. McArdle, presi- 
dent of McArdle Printing Co., 
Washington, D. C. 

Other new officers include: Oliver 
R. Sperry, R. R. Donnelley & Sons 
Co., Chicago, vice president; Arthur 
H. Gratz, Herbick & Held Print- 
ing Co., Pittsburgh, secretary, and 
Frank F. Pfeiffer, Reynolds & Reyn- 
olds Co., Dayton, O., treasurer.

attraction of the convention and 
from mid-week until its closing was 
open to the public. It included 
working machinery, live demonstra- 
tions and colorful exhibits of the 
newest products available to the 
letterpress and litho printing fields. 
Although PIA officials credited the 
show for much of the large con- 
vention attendance and said they 
would continue such shows, there 
was no definite commitment from 
the show’s management on next 
year’s plans. 

Next year’s convention will be 
held in Pittsburgh at the new Pitts- 
burgh Hilton Hotel. Oct. 9-14.

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Toughest Job in the Plant 
Is That of the Production Man 


‘HE toughest position in a print- 
ing plant is that of a production 
man, but yet it is also the most in- 
teresting. This opening statement 
by Willard E. Brown of Judd & 
Detweiler, Inc., Washington, D, C., 
set the pace for what was to come 
at the Production Session of Print- 
ing Industry of America’s conven- 
tion held at the Sheraton-Park 
Hotel, Washington, D. C., Oct. 
24-29. 

The two-day meeting included 
important discussions on establish- 
ing standards, ways to save time 
in production (see page 53), pur- 
chasing new equipment, and a tech- 
nical forum which dealt with prob- 
lems of the plant. 

Brown, the first speaker, said the 
production man must be sales 
oriented and understand the climate 
of his company. He must be able 
to communicate these feelings to the 
people in the plant. The speaker 
also stressed that any employee who 
has customer contact, even the de- 
livery boy, presents an image of the 
company to the customer and has 
the potential to gain or lose sales. 

Brown indicated the practice to- 
day is to place a technician in cus- 
tomer service follow-up. If the in- 
dividual is not sales minded he can 
very well be responsible for losing 
an order. He warned against put- 
ting failures from other departments 
into customer contact work. 


What is a Production Man? 


The production man, Brown said, 
must have more ability in produc- 
tion than a general manager. He 
must be able to accept criticism from 
almost everyone. While it is the 
toughest job in the plant, it is also 
the most interesting. 

“What type of man is_ this?,” 
Brown asked. He emphasized the 
man never misjudges that people 
know as much as they indicate. He 
does not assume that people under- 
stand fully. In addition, he should 
have an understanding of the phi- 
losophy of the business. He must 
know the ethics—how far the com- 


pany is willing to go on trade cus- 
toms, for example—and should be 
aware of the over-all broad policies 
of the company. 

One of the most important at- 
tributes the production man can 
have is the ability to think clearly. 
Most people, Brown said, think 30% 
through a problem then make a 
snap judgment which turns out 
wrong. The individual should have 
the ability to attack a problem in 
its entirety. 

Loyalty is another important at- 
tribute. Brown claims there must be 
an emotional attachment to the 
company before a man can do his 
best. 

Concerning foremen, Brown said 
many times a foreman feels 
lost, caught between the unions and 
a production department which does 
not understand his problems. Al- 
though he is aware of the causes, 
he is frustrated and defeated be- 
cause he cannot communicate them. 
The foreman’s worst problem is the 
lack of following instructions on the 
part of the people he supervises. 
This, Brown reminded, is usually 
due to a lack of pride in their work. 

At the close of Brown’s talk, the 
chairman of the session, Grant Her- 
man, Kable Printing Co., Mount 
Morris, Ill., said a growing practice 
in the industry today is to have 
periodic interviews with employees. 
This gives both parties a chance to 
exchange ideas and offer sugges- 
tions. Admitting that employee re- 
action is negative at first, Herman 
said they later embrace the practice. 


Determining Production Standards 


How one company derives and 
determines production standards 
and unit costs was described by 
Byron W. Stinson, Thos. J. Moran’s 
Sons, Inc., Baton Rouge, La. In 
1950, the company explored the 
possibilities of expansion and diver- 
sification which resulted in the pur- 
chase of a webfed rotary flexo- 
graphic business forms press and 
collator in 1951.

Biggest concern of the unions is 
for the dislocation of workers. re- 
sulting from introduction of new 
processes. Brown held that a com- 
pany should provide for cost of re- 
training so that workers won't lose 
their jobs. He added: “Management 
should accept this responsibility.” 

The Lithographers Union presi- 
dent also foresees dramatic changes 
in the next 10 years and feels that 
union and management should be 
prepared to mect this responsibility.

Variations in Plant Production Standards 


(Continued from Page 49) 


In establishing a program for de- 
termining production — standards, 
Stinson said management’s attitude 
must not be belligerent. The pro- 
gram must be sold to the employees 
who will very likely look upon it 
with misgivings. Prior to establish- 
ing production standards, he con- 
tinued, there must be a quality level 
so it does not suffer in the accom- 
panying confusion. 

Stinson insisted there is no such 
thing as a standard for the indus- 
try, but only individual plant stand- 
ards. For example, there are three 
published standards for the indus- 
try which vary with each other on 
production standards for the same 
job. For a particular press on a 
certain job, he said, the range was 
from 2000 i.p.h. to 3875 i.p.h. Thus, 
he added, his company decided to 
set up standards for its own opera- 
tions. 

To construct a production stand- 
ard, Stinson suggested the follow- 
ing steps: (1) Select the operation 
to be timed; (2) Break it down into 
its component parts; (3) Time op- 
eration with a stop watch; (4) Im- 
prove the operation; (5) Set tenta- 
tive standards; (6) Compare these 
with outside sources; (7) Correct. 


Breaking Down an Operation 


He illustrated how a complete 
operation such as makeready could 
be organized for establishing a 
standard. Makeready could be brok- 
en down into a list of timed indi- 
vidual operations such as putting a 
plate on the press or the time taken 
for a coffee break. The time spent 
on one operation was averaged, ig- 
noring very high or low times. This 
was then compared with a published 
outside source such as PIA PAR. 

Where a very high variation oc- 
curred, the answer was looked for 
in the plant. The machinery may 
have been obsolete or a_ prob- 
lem existed which was unique to 
the operation. When the answer 
was discovered, steps and changes 
were taken to decrease the varia- 
tion between the published stand- 
ard and its company’s standard. 

Times were established on the 
basis of jobs which did not encoun- 
ter any problems. These times, Stin- 


son warned, should be adjusted for 
estimating and pricing information 
since a job rarely flows through a 
plant without experiencing some dif- 
ficulty, 

Standards, Stinson explained, 
could be used to: Measure perform- 
ance, improve methods, install in- 
centive programs, create morale, in- 
crease production, establish more ac- 
curate estimates, improve scheduling, 
and provide valuable information 
for cost control. 

Stinson gave an example of how 
standards were valuable in estab- 
lishing productivity of new equip- 
ment. The production manager was 
asked to set a standard of which a 
new machine was capable. This 
standard was to be compared peri- 
odically with actual production time 
figures. Stinson indicated the first 
report showed that actual time was 
260% over the standard set. This, 
management thought, was due to 
the breaking-in period and a gen- 
eral unfamiliarity with the machine. 
The second report showed a 265% 
variation. Management then began 
to delve into why the standard could 
not be met and eventually succeed- 
ed in reducing the time to 107% 
of standard. 

Stinson felt the setting of the 
standard was vital. Otherwise, he 
said, it could not be determined 
whether the machine was produc- 
ing what it should, and would prob- 
ably still be producing at the first 
figure. 


Only Wants Basic Info 


Gordon Rohde, Reynolds & Reyn- 
olds Co., Dayton, O., provided in- 
formation on production forms used 
at the Reynolds plant. Rohde is a 
believer in brief and concise forms 
which carry only basic information. 
If a more detailed report is needed, 
it can then be carried out. 

Production reports point out 
equipment and employees who are 
good, those who are average and 
those who are substandard, he said. 
This information cannot be gath- 
ered in one report, therefore the 
process must be a continuous one. 

Rohde then explained three forms 
in use in the plant. One consisted 
simply of a copy of the scheduling

Brown also said the ITU “. 
wants progress—not a policy to 
hold back.” He mentioned a mil- 
lion dollar training center in 
Indianapolis which is being used 
for retraining of members and ap- 
prentices in composition practices. 
The ITU believes training is nec- 
essary, he said, to protect the in- 
terests of employees. He later con- 
tended that the ITU’s foresight has 
paid handsome dividends for em- 

ployers. 

Vice President Rohan, represent- 
ing the Pressmen, said that some 
unions are ready to move immedi- 
ately on the merger proposal and 
indicated that two or three may do 
it very soon. He admitted this 
might give printing industry labor 
a “big club,” but insisted this was 
a defensive action and not an of- 
fensive one. 

Rohan said his union welcomes 
new changes and new processes,

and went on to describe the work 
of the technical school at Press- 
men’s Home, Tenn., where he said 
nearly $1 million is spent in a year 
for retraining. He said this re- 
training is a service and invited 
employers to make use of it. 


Another Jurisdictional Headache 


“We deplore this move to have 
typographers and pressmen take 
over platemaking,” said Wilfred T. 
Connell, president of the Interna- 
tional Photoengravers’ Union of 
North America, in defense of that 
union’s position. He said the Photo- 
engravers’ Union realizes that typo- 
graphic shops are installing plate- 
making equipment. His union, he 
added, has taken a dim view of these 
developments and is taking steps 
to protect itself. 

He contended: “We are the 
original platemakers. If platemak- 
ing is done it should be done

through the photoengraving indus- 
try. We have the proper skills and 
we have never placed any road- 
blocks. ‘The impact of new processes 
has been felt more severely in the 
Photoengravers’ Union than any- 
where. We have suffered more un- 
employment, but have never dis- 
couraged acceptance.” 

Earlier in his talk, Connell said 
that he feels lithography is in a 
better position because it is repre- 
sented by one union. He com- 
mented that he thinks the letter- 
press industry is too broken up and 
represented by too many unions. 

The union president mentioned 
“integration,” but said they have 
not reached a point yet where there 
is any real progress towards inte- 
gration. He also said that the pho- 
toengravers no longer have a “cozy, 
secretive position.” The “smug feel- 
ing” is gone—all changed by new 
machines and processes. Connell 
ended his talk by calling for in-

tegration and saying that “. . . we 
should work for each other.” 

The dislocation of workers as the 
result of new processes was the 
main concern of Joseph Denny, 
president of the International 
Brotherhood of Bookbinders. He 
asked for an orderly transition from 
one process to another. 

Denny also insisted that his union 
welcomes automation and _ believes 
in the sharing of progress. He also 
mentioned that 92% of the Book- 
binders Union members are _pres- 
ently working a standard week of 
less than 40 hrs. Many are em- 
ployed on a 35 hr. week, he said, 
and added that he hopes this will 
become universal in Graphic Arts. 


Segal Responds to Unions 


The employers had the final say 
at the meeting in which the union 
presidents participated. Mendel Se- 
gal, president of the Union Em- 
ployers Section of PIA, delivered the 
response in a prepared address. 

Speaking to the union leaders, 
Segal said: “. you should face 
up to the fact that the longevity 
and success of your unions and 
our plants can be preserved only 
by recognizing that final decisions

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UGGESTIONS for saving min- 

utes during printing production 
operations which will help improve 
a company’s profits have been made 
by Don Sommer, a staff member of 
Printing Industry of America, 
Washington, D. C. 

Sommer, speaking at PIA’s Pro- 
duction Session of the annual con- 
vention held on Oct. 28, said that 
production in the Graphic Arts is 
not keeping pace with costs. He 
illustrated his point using a com- 
parison of present hour costs on a 
Miehle Vertical press with the same 
press 10 years ago. In 1949, he 
said, all inclusive hour costs were 
$2.62, while in 1959 the costs were 
$8.90. 

Further strengthening his argu- 
ment of production vs. costs was his 
comment that the Graphic Arts in- 
dustry is characterized by the num- 
ber of people who work with their 
hands—far higher than in other in- 
custries. 


5% Boost in Production 


His thought provoking statements 
included suggestions which, if fol- 
lowed, he said, would boost produc- 
tion 5% in both small and large 
plants alike. He emphasized the 
suggestions were designed to save 
minutes which are so vital to profits 
in today’s competitive market. The 
average profit on sales is 2.6% and 
with today’s costs, is made only 
during 12 min. of the day’s produc- 
tion. 

Sommer’s first suggestion was to 
reduce startup and shutdown time. 
Corners should be cut wherever 
possible to reduce this factor. For 
example, he indicated washups on 
the press are not as important as 
they once were due to the anti-ink 
drying sprays available. A simple 
effort to stop employees from wash- 
ing up on company time will allow 
an increase in production in the last 
few minutes of the day. 

Another point was to provide 
complete instructions which are 
clear and concise. If each employee 
fully understood the instructions, a 
large amount of time would be 
saved by eliminating the need to 
ask someone else for clarification. 

By advancing average speeds at 
least one notch on equipment, a

large production increase would be 
in evidence at the end of the day, 
Sommer said. He remarked that 
many pressmen operate their ma- 
chines by sounds—they feel that 
something will break if operated at 
higher speeds. When such equip- 
ment is run at slower speeds for 
this reason, the machine is not ful- 
ly utilized. He commented that he 
knew of some companies that elim- 
inate all intermediate speed ranges, 
forcing the employees to run at 
either fast or slow speeds. 

Transferring delay operations to 
operating time was another sugges- 
tion Sommer made. These opera- 
tions consist of making out time 
cards, cost records, etc., after the 
machine has started producing 
rather than when nothing is being 
produced. Instructions for the next 
job could be given while the ma- 
chine is running. 

Sommer urged an increase in pro- 
ductive efforts, that is, a more effec- 
tive use of the labor that goes into 
a job. He gave as an example a 
man stacking paper in | in. lifts. 
Could not the man be asked to 
stack the paper in 2 or 3 in. lifts, 
he asked. Just because a cutter 
finds that a particular job must be 
cut in small lifts in order not to 
spoil the job, it does not mean that 
all succeeding jobs must be cut in 
small lifts. The production man 
should be alert enough to ask why 
things could not be done different- 
ly rather than just to accept it as 
procedure. 


Who’s to Blame for Delays 


His last point was to manage 
production and not allow it to man- 
age you. He spoke of delays on 
production equipment, commenting 
that 43% of them were due to man- 
agement, 26% due to operators, 
17% for repairs and 14% for just 
plain waiting time. 

Sommer was asked if he ever 
thought that printers would reach 
the time when production was not 
quite so vital—that the “more pro- 
duction” philosophy has been pro- 
pounded for so many years a point 
would be reached where more pro- 
duction could not be squeezed out. 

Sommer replied that the industry

The acid etching 
time is governed by a small strip of 
magnesium metal which is im- 
mersed in the bath with the plate 
to be etched. 

According to Lester H. Doro, re- 
search director, Doro Corporation: 
“This is a specialized machine, de- 
signed for halftone engraving on 
magnesium metal only. . The 
present bath is not suitable for deep 
line etching, although research con- 
tinues in that direction.” Half- 
tones from 50 to 150 lines may be 
etched by this process. 

One of the objectives in develop- 
ment of the process is that after a 
flat has been mounted on the Plexi- 
glas etching rotor together with 
what is called a Microtab, or fuse, 
the action of the etching process is 
automatic. 

The Doro automatic etching ma- 
chine consists of a floor base plate 
on which is mounted a two-com- 
partment rubber lined tank. One 
compartment contains the 70 gal. 
etching solution. The other com- 
partment is the rinse chamber. Also 
mounted on the base plate is the

rotor or disk lifting and rotating 
mechanism. 

The etching bath consists of hy- 
drochloric-aluminum sulphate solu- 
tion. Reportedly, the etching rate 
is 0.001 in. in 7 sec. 

Etching time for the various half- 
tone screens is determined by the 
use of a Microtab. When the ex- 
posed portion of the Microtab has 
been dissolved by the etchant, the 
plate is automatically immersed in 
the rinsing tank. The Microtab is 
said to control the etching time 
within a tolerance of !/ sec. 


The Etching Operation 


The magnesium plate is prepared 
for halftone etching by convention- 
al methods, using standard commer- 
cial resists. The plate is clamped 
to an etching disk in the engraving 
machine. 

To start the etching action, the 
operator engages a push _ button 
which starts the motor. At this 
time the etching rotor starts revolv- 
ing. Also, cams lower the rotor 
carrying the magnesium plate into 
the first chamber containing the 
etching solution. Both plate and 
Microtab are immersed in the bath 
simultaneously. The etching disk 
rotates, first clockwise, then coun- 
terclockwise, reversing every few 
seconds. This reversing rotation 
continues throughout the etching 
cycle. 

The plate continues to etch until 
the Microtab is severed by the etch- 
ant, thereby releasing the tension 
which actuates a raising and trav- 
ersing cam. Through this action, 
the arm upon which the rotor is 
mounted raises the etched plate

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from the etching tank and lowers 
it into the rinsing chamber, 

As the plate is lowered into the 
rinsing chamber, an automatic de- 
vice trips the pressure spray system 
to wash the plate free of any adher- 
ing etching solution. A_ special 
cam system allows 13 sec. in the 
spray rinsing chamber. After ex- 
piration of the rinsing period, the 
etched and rinsed plate is raised up-

wardly and is returned to the load- 
ing position. The plate is then 
ready to be prepared for printing. 

Controlling factor in the length 
of time the magnesium plate re- 
mains in the etching solution is 
governed by what is called a Micro- 
tab, or fuse (see Fig. 1). This is a 
small strip of metal of the same 
metallurgical specifications as_ the 
plate being etched. 

The fuse is provided with a hole 
near each of its ends. Before a plate 
is lowered into the etching solu- 
tion, the fuse is attached to the pins 
of a toggle arrangement so as to 
hook it up with a Micro-switch 
under spring tension (Fig. 2). 

The main portions of the fuse 
are protected by a colored paint or 
resist, except for the middle area 
that remains bare and is exposed to 
attack by the etching fluid. These 
metallic strips are used in the Doro

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Typo Composition Industry’s Expansion 
Due to Repro Proof Work and New Ideas 


Sales and production in the typo- 
graphic composition industry since 
1929 have kept very good pace with 
other segments of the Graphic Arts. 
This is the finding of Cyril Wildes 
of the U. S. 
Census Bureau. 
He spoke before 
the October 
Dallas, Tex., 
convention of 
the Internation- 
al Typographic 
Composition 
Assn. 

Wildes noted 

HARLOWE that the pace 

of growth has 
quickened considerably during the 
past few years. The 1958 Census 
of Manufactures shows the typo- 
graphic industry stepping up front 
in printing industry growth. 

Strongly suggested as reasons for 
the typographic industry’s rapid ex- 
pansion were growth and _ produc- 
tion resulting from progress of lith- 
ography. This is evidenced by the 
fact that the largest single prod- 
uct of the typographic industry to- 
day is reproduction proofs. Also 
progress may be attributed to the 
industry’s attention to and explora- 
tion of new markets and methods.

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Paper Storage Floor Space Savers 


Warehouse and stockroom floor 
space is at a premium with nearly 
all printers. | Most of them have 
learned how to save as much of this 
limited space as possible. |How- 
ever, they are still open to sugges- 
tions that will economize still fur- 
ther on stockroom floor area. 


The writer discovered two ap- 
parently good ideas for space con- 
servation during a recent visit to 
the warehouse of the Nashville, 
Tenn., branch of the Graham 
Paper Co. I talked with Manager 
G. G. (Pud) Payne who described 
two methods of getting more paper 
in less floor space than was being 
used in his warehouse. 

All roll stock (in left picture) is 
stored on end and on pallets so 
that it can be handled rapidly with 
floor trucks. 

We are all familar with the cord- 
wood style of laying rolls on sides 
on the floor. Beside creating a prob- 
lem of keeping these piles from roll- 
ing into the aisles it is difficult to 
stack the rolls very high. If the 
rolls are stored on end they will 
stay in place up to ceiling height 
on pallets just like flat stock. If 
necessary, the smaller size rolls to 
be put in stacks can be tied to- 
gether with a light cord. 


For storage of flat stock the pack- 
aged paper can be stored in tiers on

skids or pallets. This method is 
shown in right picture in the illus- 
tration below. 

Note the box-like compartments 
at the bottom of the stack. The 
reams or cartons of flat stock, of 
course, may be stacked on skids up 
to the ceiling. The boxes at the 
lower level of the stack can be used 
to store broken ream packages to 
make them accessible without mov- 
ing any part of the stack with a 
floor truck. In many stockrooms 
you will find little piles of broken 
package stock occupying as much 
floor space as an adjoining ceiling 
high stack. 

It will hardly be necessary to 
make these boxes greater in width 
and length than 25 in. by 38 in. 
Construction of such boxes is 
simple, but the material must be 
heavy enough to support consider- 
able weight—P. R. Russell, staff 


correspondent. 


DOUBLE PACKING FOR STEREO MATS 


When hand packing stereotype 
mats back of large open or dead 
metal areas, I found that one thick- 
ness of packing felt was not enough. 
Some of the plates cast from such 
mats bottomed on the press. I then 
tried two thicknesses of hand pack- 
ing, making the second strip %¢ in. 
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shorter in length than the under- 
neath strip. This makes a deep im- 
pression in the plate. Open areas 
so packed will not print up. If you 
do not have a router, this idea is 
almost a must.—A. Wertzler, Pre- 
miere Printing Co., Plainwell, Mich.

Wood Flong Spends Million to Expand 


Stereotype mat making has been 
put on an automated, assembly line 
basis by Wood Flong Corp. A new 
machine for accomplishing this, rep- 
resenting a million dollar invest- 
ment in the future of stereotyping 
by Wood Flong, was shown last 
month to members of the trade 

ss. 
kh is the only machine of its kind 
and has been built to rigid specifi- 
cations set forth by the company’s 
engineers. The machine combines 
the various manufacturing stages of 
either conventional or  packless 
stereotype mats into a continuous, 
in-line operation. According to 
Thornton Hall, president of Wood 
Flong, the machine which is part 
of an expansion program will per- 
mit doubling of the company’s pres- 
ent production capacity. 

Expansion of facilities by the 
Hoosick Falls, N. Y., company is 
attributed by Hall to the increased 
demand for packless mats. Wood 
Flong manufactures a _ one-piece 
packless mat which it markets un- 
der the trade name of Super Flong. 
At present, 30% of the mill’s pro- 
duction is devoted to making pack- 
less mats which require longer, more 
precise processing than conventional 
mats. 

Hall announced that 124 news- 
papers are now using the Super 
Flong packless mats. He said his 
company anticipates a sharp in- 
crease in the demand for packless 
mats because of the need for di- 
mensionally stable mats for ROP 
color work. 


The Wood Flong president also 
discounts the displacement of work- 
ers as a serious deterrent to the con- 
version by newspapers to the pack- 
less mat operation, Usually, he 
said, workers are shifted from the 
packing table to more productive 
jobs in other departments of the 
newspaper plants. 

The company places emphasis on 
the improved reproduction features 
of the packless mat and the time 
saving advantages enabling shorter 
deadlines. Hall said more rigid tol- 
erances usually are needed in the 
composing room anyway. The re- 
sult is cleaner printing and smudge- 
free white space in the newspaper. 

The 195 ft. long custom-built mat 
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making machine includes separate 
sections for combining pulp, chemi- 
cals and coatings into the processing 
of a mat. One section (145 ft. long) 
is used solely for drying the newly- 
formed mat. 

The machine still enables Wood 
Flong to process mats to meet in- 
dividual requirements of its custo- 
mers, This is done under carefully 
controlled conditions and with qual-

Highlight of this ses- 
sion will be a presentation by Ray 
Burdine, Newark (O.) Advocate, 
on a composing room dispatch and 
control system. 

At the Monday morning session 
highlights will be actual plant re- 
ports on photocomposition and an 
explanation of a fast and accurate 
copy markup system using a slide 
rule. 

On Monday night an_ informal 
phototypesetting and photocompos- 
ing session will be held. Moderator 
will be Elmer F. Fuller, color co- 
ordinator, Cleveland Press. 

The photoengraving session will 
feature a report on what has been 
accomplished in a year’s time with 
photocomposition in one news- 
paper’s engraving department. An- 
other subject will be related to the 
effect of packless mats on photo- 
engraving. 

Main subject of the stereotype 
department session will concern 
production experience with pack- 
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less mats. Cold and hot mat mold- 
ing for color also will be discussed. 

Some of the new equipment used 
in automatic processing in the mail- 
room will be discussed. An inter- 
esting paper will be presented by a 
mailroom superintendent about in- 
serting special TV programs in reg- 
ular editions of the paper. 

A progress report on pressroom 


operation by a member of the 
ANPA Research Institute will be 
presented. There will be talks also 


by pressroom supervisors on ROP 
color printing as well as an in-plant 
report regarding the use of poly- 
urethane press rollers. ©

is seeking more production which 
in turn results in a lower unit cost. 
When the point is reached where 
more production is impossible, it is 
time to purchase a new machine, 
he said. 

Asked to comment on employee 
profit sharing, Sommer indicated 
the effect of such plans diminishes 
as time goes by. Incentive, he said, 
has its greatest effect when a re- 
ward is given the man as soon as 
possible after his efforts have been 
expended. After a few years profit 
sharing loses its appeal. 

Sommer was also asked to com- 
ment on how one can compromise 
speed and quality, referring to his 


statements of increasing production 
speeds. 

In his reply, Sommer said quality 
is not a function of speed. As presses 
are improved and adapted to high- 
er speeds, the capacity for quality 
at these speeds is also improved. 
Delivering a quality product at a 
higher speed is a matter of press 
adjustment by the operator. ©

taining large color swatches, mount- 
ing them on sticks, and placing 
them throughout the plant. The 
colors should then be viewed at vari- 
ous times of the day. 

These observations should take 
place under all types of lighting 
conditions such as morning, after- 
noon, and evening lighting; under 
bright and substandard daylight as 
well as with and without plant light- 
ing. Only in this manner can one 
be assured that colors will not look 
different when applied. 

One should also guard against 
colors which look several shades 
lighter when close together. In 
many cases, if these colors are sep- 
arated, the eye cannot differentiate 
between the shades. 

There are many basic rules for 
proper use of interior color, but the 
individual printing plant must also 
consider other factors as mentioned 
by Rothmann. These individual sit- 
uations must be solved by qualified 
people who can find reasons for us- 
ing each color. Oo

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Crucial Areas for Engravers 


N a constructive, if somewhat 

critical address, Joseph Chanko 
spoke before the American Photo- 
engravers Assn. convention last 
Oct. in Buffalo about crucial areas 
in which the photoengraving indus- 
try finds itself involved. Chanko 
is general manager of The Conde 
Nast Press, Greenwich, Conn. 

He commented on engraving costs, 
technology, customer relations, com- 
peting processes and a number of 
standardization proposals. 

During the introductory part of 
his address, Chanko said: “In com- 
mon with the rest of the printing 
field . . . the engraving industry 
has had to face rising labor costs. 
Since labor is so large a part of 
costs, the engraving industry has 
found business increasingly difficult 
to get.” 

He asked his audience: “What 
progress have you made toward com- 
batting rising costs? You can’t ob- 
tain greater productivity by exhort- 
ing your men to give it the ‘good 
old college try’ and to produce more. 
Citing ‘competition’ doesn’t stimu- 
late them. The answer seems to be 
in progress in technological improve- 
ments sparked by research.” 

Chanko mentioned no less than 
11 technical improvements that have 
been developed during the last 10 
years. All of them are in use in the 
photoengraving industry. He warned 
his listeners, however, that much 
still remains to be done to face the 
challenge of competition and rising 
costs. 


Ink Repellant for Proofing 


One of the important technologi- 
cal improvements needed in the pho- 
toengraving industry, according to 
Chanko, is an ink repellant sub- 
stance for use in proving engrav- 
ings. Preferably in liquid form, the 
repellant would be applied to the 
non-printing areas of engravings in 
order to prove them without frisket- 
ing or routing dead metal. 

Chanko reported that experiments 
and tests are now being conducted 
in an effort to find such a substance. 
He commented: “If discovering an 
ink repellant substance was easy, 
it would have been done long ago.” 

One of Chanko’s direct comments 
was that “Contrary to the well 
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known slogan, the customer isn’t 
always right.” He then pursued the 
subject by asking and answering 
another question: “How often have 
you encountered a customer who 
makes impractical requests? The cus- 
tomer isn’t right when the result 
of your work is an unsatisfactory 
reproduction in a magazine. 

“It may not be your fault at all. 
The customer is boss and you try 
to satisfy him even though you dis- 
approve. One of the greatest services 
you can render is that of advisor 
to the customer. If you can prevail 
upon him to trust you, you can ac- 
complish a great deal for him. 

“Your customer may ask for the 
impossible. But when you know that 
the request is impractical or too 
expensive to achieve the results de- 
sired, it is both good business and 
a welcome service for you to tell 
your customer that his request 


should be changed. 


Competing Processes 


“Some competing processes,” com- 
mented Chanko, “have made fairly 
rapid strides. Offset printing is in- 
creasing. I have heard of at least 
one photoengraver who recently in- 
stalled a department to make offset 
plates. This, undoubtedly, is prac- 
tical and undoubtedly is based on 
the age-old theory ‘If you can’t lick 
‘em, join ’em.’ But this is more than 
a facetious remark. It indicates that 
for some segments of our industry 
offset is one of your serious com- 
petitors. 

“It is claimed that the recent de- 
velopment of web offset holds out 
some promise for the magazine field. 
But I still believe that letterpress 
will hold its own in medium or long 
run magazine printing for the long 
range and foreseeable future, al- 
though we will have increasingly 
stiff competition from offset. 

“There is no other important 
competing process at the present 
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time. However, the plastic duplicate 
printing plates such as Dycril, Ny. 
lon, etc., may have some interest for 
smaller quantities. 

“TI still believe, in common with 
most executives of the larger maga- 
zine printing plants, that letterpress 
is more flexible, produces better 
quality, is more reliable than offset 
and should be able to compete suc- 
cessfully with offset.” 

The speaker concluded his address 
with a discussion about the five 
point program objectives of the com- 
mittee which he heads. Chanko re- 
ported that the standard color con- 
trol bars have now been in use in 
various plants for almost a year and 
have proved to be successful. © 


New Color Proofing Process 


One of the many new products 
introduced at the National Assn. of 
Photo - Lithographers Convention, 
held in October in Chicago, was 
Minnesota Mining and Mfg.’s color 
proofing process. 

Commercially unavailable as yet, 
the process consists of developing 
exposed sheets of ink pigmented 
colors on 0.002 in. sheets of Mylar 
film. The material is negative work- 
ing and carries a notch in the upper 
right hand corner thus identifying 
the light sensitive surface. The ma- 
terial, however, is not susceptible to 
normal room lighting. 

The ink pigmented proof sheets 
are exposed, each color to its corre- 
sponding negative flat, to a step 4 
on the gray scale. The sheets are 
subsequently processed with a de- 
veloping solution applied with a 
sponge. When fully developed, the 
solution is rinsed off and the film 
squeegeed dry and registered over 
a white board or paper. 

The process was developed, ac- 
cording to 3M, as an economical 
method of color proofing to elim- 
inate press proofing. The material 
readily shows color breaks since a 
separate sheet is exposed for each 
color. The Mylar base resists fin- 
gerprints, and rough handling and 
will not absorb moisture, thus re- 
maining accurate in size. 

At present, testing of the material 
is being undertaken in the Phila- 
delphia and Oklahoma areas. Sheets 
are packaged 10 to a box in a 20 in. 
by 24 in. size. Colors presently man- 
ufactured are: Cyan, yellow, ma- 
genta, green, red, orange, blue, 
brown, and black and white.

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Automatic Etching Process

process by license from North 
American Aviation patents. 

The bare metal area of the dil- 
ferent Microtabs is made in proper 
thickness to cover the 50 to 150 line 
halftone screen etching range. The 
thicker gauge fuses are used for 
coarser halftone screens and the 
thinner ones for finer screens. 

Color coding is the means for 
ready identification of the proper 
thickness fuse to use with a par- 
ticular halftone screen. A color guide 
resembling a paint chart indicates 
that a gray fuse is to be selected 
for a 65 line halftone screen, a 
brown fuse for a 75 screen, a red 
fuse for 85 screen and so on, up to 
and including the 150 line screen. 

To illustrate, we will assume the 
operator has attached a_ prepared 
flat to the etching machine rotor. 
The red fuse for 85 line screen is 
then inserted in the machine along 
with the flat. The red fuse will 
provide a depth of 0.0039 in. in the 
highlights of the halftone plate be- 
fore being parted by the etching 
action. 

Doro continued his explanation: 
“Assuming the first flat required 26 
sec. actual etching time for the 85 
screen flat, each succeeding plate is 
reducing the bath strength. By the 
time the fifth plate has been etched. 
the etch period will have increased 
to around 34 sec. by the automatic 
calculation of the Microtab. 

“As the bath is slightly weak- 
ened, the attack on the Microtab is 
relatively slower with respect to sev- 
erance of the Microtab. The sensi- 
tivity of this device will compensate 
temperature variations as slight as 


0.1 deg., acidity, and effects of 
Baume.” 


Etching Bath Details 


The etching chamber contains 70) 
gal. of fluid under temperature con- 
trol by a titanium coil for the hea: 
exchanger. Depending upon the 
amount of production, Doro stated 
bath life runs from two to seven 
months before a new bath must be 
prepared. The bath does not de- 
leriorate on standing idle. Water 
lost by evaporation may be replen- 
ished with tap water. 

The etching solution temperature 
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control consists of a small water 
holding tank and a _ circulating 
pump. Water is pumped through 
the coils in the etching solution 
tank. The water is cooled by a re- 
frigerator unit, or heated with a 
Calrod unit, as required. Thermo- 
static controls in the solution acti- 
vate the heating or cooling units. 
During etching operations, the tem- 
perature is held between 75 deg. 
and 79 deg. F.

In the pressroom, paper is the 
most important raw material. We 
run both offset and coated paper in 
our plant. Each of these sheets has 
its own peculiarities. The offset vel- 
lum sheet has a tendency to change 
size more rapidly and to a greater 
extent than the coated sheet. If 
the coated sheet starts to loosen 


or tighten on the edges due to 
absorption or emission of moisture, 
it is much more difficult to bring 
it back into shape. 

We prefer the coated sheet for 
register because a coated sheet in 
good condition does hold its origi- 
nal size better. Ordinarily, on 
coated paper we start the first color 
printing 0.002 in. short and are able 
to run the other three colors normal 
size most of the time. On offset 
paper we start the yellow, or first 
color, at least 0.003 in. short and 
end up with the last color from

The most important thing with 
regard to paper in running process 
color work is to know all the time 
exactly what the sheet is doing 
while it goes through the press, 
During the second run, it is entirely 
too late to worry about what the 
first run did. 

A measurement should be taken 
across the back edge of each plate 
before putting it on the press. Then 
use this measurement to check the 
sheets at regular intervals while 
running. A number of instruments 
are made for this purpose. A sim- 
ple way of doing this is to provide 
a length of banding iron, lay it on 
the plate and transfer the markers 
from the plate to the iron. This 
may then be used as the standard. 

On a press having stops across 
the gripper edge of the impression 
cylinder the size of the printing 
across the back edge of the sheet 
can be controlled by graduating the 
stops to whatever extent is needed 

hold the correct size. 

In making ready, it is important 
that the pressman study the proofs 
well before starting. He should 
check each single color proof to see 
how it is printed. Then check the 
multiple color proofs to see that they 
have the same amount of ink and 
are printed the same as the singles. 
For instance, you may get into the 
position of running the yellow-blue 
to match the proof. Then when 
you get the four colors on the sheet 
you will find that the four color 
proofs do not have as much of one 
or the other of the first colors as 
the two color proofs. Since the 
customer has already seen the four 
color proof, it may take some effort 
to give him a finished job that looks 
the same as the proof. 

The inks for each job should be 
adjusted to the sheet so they will 
have good printing tack and good 
transferring and trapping qualities. 
This should be done without dis- 
torting the sheet in such a way that 
it might cause register trouble or 
prevent it from running or jogging 


properly.

It is important to have a clean 
press when starting a job. Always 
start the yellow-blue run (we are 
talking about two-color press work) 
with clean dampers and a clean 
press. There are no worthwhile 
short cuts here. This will enable 
you to match the proofs easier and 
also to follow the original OK more 
closely. 

One thing that makes our op- 
eration interesting in working with 
publication covers is the fast han- 
dling required. The customer fur- 
nishes us with a 16 mm. _ Ekta- 
chrome transparency. This is blown 
up 84 in. by I1 in. cover size 
in the separation negatives. A 
press proof is made. The customer 
is sent the proof and he gives us 
an OK and/or criticizes it. Cor- 
rections are made, story lines in- 
serted and final negatives are made. 
Then the plates are made from these 
negatives. Here we are now sev- 
eral steps from the proof plates.

We put the running plates on 
the press and pull single color 
sheets on each unit of the two 
color press. After carefully check- 
ing these against the single proofs 
and making whatever adjustments 
are needed in pressure and color, we 
pull off the two-color sheet and 
register the two colors. 


Now we have the problem of 
setting up a color OK for the press- 
man to follow. We take into con- 
sideration that the proofs were 
pulled on a single color press with 
the blue going down over a dry 
yellow. Now we are putting the 
two wet colors together which 
makes some difference in trapping. 

Establishing this color OK really 
can be interesting. One must bear 
in mind that color corrections have 
been made since the proof being

worked from was made. Also, it 
will be too late to change your 
mind the next day when the black 
and red are being put on the job. 


After getting an OK sheet set up, 
it is the pressman’s job to observe 
during the run what variations take 
place and make adjustments to take 
care of them. He has to check 
color regularly against the OK sheet, 
comparing the color blocks on the 
sheet with those on the OK. Color 
blocks, spots, or bars (whichever 
term you prefer) are an absolute 
necessity. Even better is some sort 
of gray scale with a solid and a 
few variations of screen repeated 
a number of times across the width 
of the sheet. 


The proper way to help control 
the color is to keep the same amount 
of water in the fountains all the 
time. Sometimes a pressman will 
mix a new batch of ink that is 
softer than the previous one. This 
will cause the halftones to run fuller. 
If he cuts down on the ink, the 
solid blocks on the plate will be 
come weaker. This means that the 


highlights are becoming stronger 
and the shadows weaker, thus im-

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pairing the quality of the finished 
job. Therefore, it is important to 
keep the ink the same consistency. 

The etch in the water may need 
to be strengthened during the run. 
If the water is too weak, the plate 
will tend to run fuller, causing 
a loss in detail. If the pressman 
does not detect this readily, he may 
try to run less ink or more water 
to sharpen the print. This is work- 
ing in the wrong direction and the 
quality of the job suffers. It is nec- 
essary to check the press register 
regularly and also check the dis- 
tance between the outside marks on 
the tail of the sheet. 

In our plant we know from ex- 
perience about what to expect with 
different humidities. We have 
neither air conditioning nor mois- 
ture control in our pressroom. The 
humidity varies tremendously in the 
Atlanta area. We take a reading, 
set the graduated guides accordingly 
and then if during the run we de- 
tect any change in size, the stops 
are adjusted to correct it. 

There are numerous machines, 
instruments and devices for quality

control in the pressroom. These are 
densitometer, inkometer, wet film 
thickness gauge, blanket thickness 
gauge, psychrometer, paper hygro- 
scope (an absolute necessity), mi- 
crometer, etc. Those mentioned are 
wonderful instruments and can be 
helpful, but they are only as good 
as the men who use them. 

Some of these instruments must 
also be adjusted to the conditions of 
the plant in which they are used 
since most of the readings will be 
relative to these conditions. In 
other words, standards have to be 
established. The readings you take 
with your instruments will show 
the requirements in relation to your 
standards, 

Many questions have been asked 
about the correct amount of pres- 
sure to use in printing. Is 0.001 
in. or 0.002 in. or 0.003 in. correct? 
We maintain that the correct 
amount of pressure is the least 
amount it takes to give the best 
possible print. 

Rollers and blankets are im- 
portant items in producing good 
lithography. Manufacturers of these 


items have been cooperative in the 
last few years in working to meet 
all changes necessary in the swing 
from offset papers to coated papers. 
This change made it necessary for 
the ink manufacturer to make 
faster drying and quicker setting 
ink to combat offset of the ink in 
the piles and also to permit faster 
handling. Thus with the aliphatic 
solvents in the ink, the roller and 
blanket manufacturer was faced 
with the problem of making prod- 
ucts that would not soak up all the 
vehicle from the ink and yet would 
not swell up. 

All the things we have mentioned 
are fundamental and basic everyday 
practice in most shops. All we have 
said about presswork boils down to 
one thing: In order to produce 
good process color work, the press- 
man must be a craftsman. He has 
to be able to recognize slight varia- 
tions in his work. He must also 
have the ability or finesse to make 
the adjustments and corrections be- 
fore they are obvious to anyone else 
or are detrimental in any way to 
the quality of the job. ©

must be made with economic fac- 
tors in mind—not selfish accom- 
plishments, politics or out-of-date 
principles.” 

He said it was difficult for him 
to understand the thinking that 
is prevalent in some of the juris- 
dictional rivalries between unions 
and said they have resulted in a 
“war of nerves” which have inter- 
rupted normal operations. The 
UES president asked the unions to 


find a way to take employers out 
of the middle in jurdisdictional dis- 
putes. 

Later, he added: “Printing meth- 


ods and processes are going 
through a stage of evolution that 
is both rapid and far reaching. 
Ways and means must be found to 
make it possible for the employers 
of traditional trade unions to in- 
troduce or experiment with inno- 
vations without a jurisdictional war 
within a plant. These problems in 
union plants are given competitive 
advantages to open plants which 
will have lasting effects. Many 
union employers have by-passed op-

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portunities for progress because they 
fear the consequences of this yun. 
resolved problem.” 

Segal also asked the unions for: 
‘. . . flexibility in seniority; adjust. 
ment of apprentice ratios to the 
needs of the industry and individual] 
plants; self-education by union 
members to improve their ability 
and learn new processes and op. 
erations; and limitation of selfish 
interests.” 

In closing, the speaker said: “] 
know it is difficult for anyone to 
consider any ideas which involve 
changes in thinking that have been 
lived with for many years. Main- 
tenance of status quo is a disease 
shared by both management and 
unions. Yet, progress requires 
changes, and our thinking must be 
altered and revitalized from time 
to time.”

Change Must Come 


In a separate convention address, 
Paul Lyle, executive vice president 
of Western Printing and _Litho- 
graphing Co., Racine, Wis., dis- 
cussed new developments which 
were on display at the convention’s 
equipment exhibit. He noted the 
resistance in the Graphic Arts to 
acceptance of engineering and re 
search, but predicted the printing 
industry will have to change—and 
change radically. He added: “Each 
of us has some influence on this 
rate of change.” 

Lyle charged that management 
spends time on small changes and 
overlooks areas in which substantial 
change can take.place. Too often, 
he said, printers take their prob- 
lems to the manufacturer and are 
then too vague in their description 
of the problem. 

He believes the industry will 
eventually reach the optimum on 
speed and size. He hesitated to 
say when this would be, but said 
that size may be near on press 
sheets. Lyle selected downtime as 
one big area in which printers 
should try to reduce. ©

ized this, he commented, they tend- 
ed to become more open minded. 

Another member of the audience 
inquired as to the methods used 
by Brown to make production per- 
sonnel sales minded. Brown stated 
a big asset to the organization, if 
sales minded, is the production man- 
ager. It depends, however, on the 
type of man employed and on 
whether he can be made to accept 
the philosophy. There is a continu- 
ous program at Judd & Detweiler 
to make production employees aware 
of the customer. He admitted, how- 
ever, it is a never ending problem. 

In addition, Brown said all sales 
personnel spend time in production 
areas to acquaint them with plant 
problems. He stressed there could 
not be any conflict between sales 
and production or it would surely 
be communicated to the customer. 

Asked if jobs which are incom- 
plete are loaded on the scheduling 
board, Rohde answered in the af- 
firmative. If, for example, a job is 
incomplete because of proofs out to 
the customer, he is asked to re- 
turn them by a specific date or the 
job will be rescheduled. 

Stinson was asked if very much 
thought had been given to setting 
standards for hand work in the com- 
posing room. Stinson indicated they 
had been hesitant to attempt this, 
but said a statistical approach was 
being tried which was quite in- 
volved. 

Donald Sommer, Printing Indus- 
try of America, Washington, D. C., 
interjected that it is possible to set 
standards in this department. The 
key is the major operation and large 
cost centers in which jobs repeat 
again and again. Although it is a 
complex situation, once the key is 
found, ways will be discovered to 
set standards for other operations. 

Standards for major operations 
such as Ludlow, Elrod, typesetting 
and page makeup can be effectively 
set up. One should strive to effec- 
tively control 80% of the composing 
room rather than to control 100% 
ineffectively, he said.

exists. Prior to purchasing equipment 
all avenues should be explored, he 
said, such as farming out work, 
leasing, ete. 

The cash situation should be 
checked. The effects of the new 
equipment on other departments 
should be considered. Will one have 
to purchase larger equipment for 
other departments if a larger press 
is purchased? Will one need more 
employees to handle the increased 
work? Will the addition mean 
breaking into a new line of work, 
such as color? 

Will one shift be adequate to get 
the most out of the new equip- 
ment or will two be more profit- 
able? If a second shift is desired, 
who will manage it? Can sales be 
secured with the present sales staff 
or will more salesmen be necessary? 
Can the present average profit be 
maintained with the necessary sales 
volume? 

Foss urged that these questions be 
answered prior to actual purchase. 

Edward Blank, New York Em- 
ploying Printers Assn., New York 
City, suggested purchasing the larg- 
est press which union manning al- 
lows. For example, when purchas- 
ing a press which requires two men 
to operate it, the largest two-man 
press should be investigated. He 
urged those present not to over-

The Saturday technical forum 
consisted of a panel which answered 
production questions put to them 
by the audience and the chairman, 
Ed Blank, NYEPA. One of the first 
questions concerned the cause of 
blisters when using heatset inks. 

Kenneth L. Wallace, staff service 
engineer, Kimberly-Clark Corp., 
Neenah, Wis., answered that it was 
due to the 300 deg. temperature rise 
in only 1-2 sec. when moisture in 
the paper is released. If the mois- 
ture is not released, it turns to 
steam within the paper causing 
blisters. Other factors include the 
porosity of the paper, dwell time 
in the oven, types of ink used and 
amount of ink coverage. Heavy 
printed areas blister more frequent- 
ly than do halftone areas. The type 








of heat—gas or electric—is another 


factor. 


The paper manufacturer should 
control the porosity and moisture 
content of the paper, Wallace said. 
He urged the above factors be con- 
sidered when the job is running 
on the press. Longer dwell times 
were advised. If short ovens are 
in use, speed should be reduced. 
Some plants use a preheating unit 
prior to sending paper through the 
oven, Wallace concluded. 


Magnetic Ink Printing 


G. L. Erikson, executive vice 
president, Braden-Sutphin Ink Co., 
Cleveland, was asked about the 
amount and kind of equipment nec- 
essary for quality control in mag- 
netic ink printing. His answer in- 
dicated a minimum of $1000 to

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$1500 was needed to purchase the 
quality control instruments. 

Most important is a tester for 
signal level, he said. Also necessary 
is optical equipment to check char- 
acter size, voids, edges, etc. There 
are plastic gauges on the market, 
he said, to check alignment and 
skew. A rough guide when running 
is an ink film thickness gauge which 
rides on the distributing roller. He 
stressed quality control in magnetic 
ink printing must be done while 
the press is producing and not after 
the run is completed. 

Another question directed to 
Erikson concerned the potential 
market for magnetic printing. He 
said at present it was limited to 
printing bank checks. However, fu- 
ture work will probably be gov- 
erned by the Federal Reserve. Out-

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market, he suggested large compa- 
nies might use the magnetic ink 
concept for accounting practices. 
Another use might lie in printing 
credit cards with these inks. 

According to Carl Ireton, direc- 
tor of gravure research and develop- 
ment, Standard Publishing Co., Cin- 
cinnati, there are three categories 
for which gravure operations are 
most suited. These are the publica- 
tion, packaging and specialty fields. 
Gravure is widely used, he said, in 
Sunday newspaper supplements. A 
new use, he asserted, is in advertis- 
ing inserts for newspapers such as 
the Hi-Fi color program which pre- 
prints high quality gravure on webs 
for inserting during the press run 
into daily newspapers. 

In the packaging field, both sheet- 
fed and webfed gravure presses pro- 
duce overwraps, cartons, print on 
foil, and are quite extensively used 
in the soap and tobacco fields, Spe- 
cialty areas where gravure is un- 
surpassed are wallpaper and shelf 
paper printing, textile printing and 
wood graining. Ireton said that it 
was now very difficult to tell a 
printed wood finish from real wood. 
In addition, gravure can be adapted 
to more surfaces than any other 
process except screen process print- 
ing, he stated. 


Increase in Paper Hickies 


Concern was expressed over the 
increase in the last five years in 
paper hickies. John L. Kronenberg, 
manager, Printing and Lithographic 
Div., S. D. Warren Co., Boston, 
replied many times paper is blamed 
when it is not the cause. As a gen- 
eral rule, paper particles will stick 
to blankets and not to plates, and 
will appear as white centered hickies. 
The black centered doughnuts are 
hydrophobic substances and gener- 
ally appear on the plate. Dirt and 
dust from sprays, he continued, tend 
to resemble paper dust and is con- 
fusing. 

Kronenberg suspects a_ relation- 
ship between the new fine grained 
plates and the increase in hickies.
